In explaining the na- 
tion-wide audit program, 
Mr. Schmidt said that the 
prime objective of the IRS 
enforcement activities is 
to ensure that each tax- 
payer’s tax liability is 
correctly established and 
that all taxes due are 
paid, The confidence of 
the American citizen in 
the Federal tax structure 
and his acceptance of our 
self-assessment system 
is largely dependent on 
the Service’s ability to 
achieve this objective, 

Last year over 3,1 mil- 
lion returns were audited, 
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BACK REST 


that is, the taxpayers 
were asked to produce re- 
cords, supply more infor- 
mation or otherwise back 
up items on their tax re- 
turns, Many were able to 
do this by mail, Others 
visited -IRS offices, In 
some instances, they 
were visited intheir home 
or place of business by 
@ tax agent, 

The detailed examina- 
tion of these returns re- 
vealed that taxpayers had 
overpaid as well as un- 
derpaid their tax. 

Over $190 million was 
paid back (to taxpayers 
who had made errors in 
ee the law, A 
total of $3.3 billion, how- 
ever, was assessed in ad- 
ditional taxes as a re- 
sult of the examination 
program, 

Although a relatively 
small percentage of re- 
turns gets this kind of 
attention, every return is 
checked for mathematical 
accuracy. Suprising ag it 
may seem, arithmetic er- 
rors turned up on nearly 
3.9 million returns last 
year. Almost half of these 
resulted in the payment of 
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too much tax. Some $94 
million was returned to 
1,5 million taxpayers in 
1967 stemming from mis- 
takes in arithmetic which 
IRS discovered, On the 
other hand, just over 2.3 
million taxpayers were 
notified of additional tax 
due because of such er- 
rors discovered on their 
returns, This amounted to 
$207 million, 

Besides being mathe- 
matically verified, re- 
turns are automatically 
checked on other key 
whether certain items of 
income have been repor- 
ted, if money is owed for 
a prior year or for ano- 
ther type of tax, and if 
more than one request 
for a refund has been 
filed, 

Generally speaking, the 
selection of returns for 
audit is based upon care- 
fully developed criteria 
designed to identify those 
returns where the great- 
est chance of error 
exists. In addition, some 
returns are selected at 
random so that no class 
of returns is assured of 
exemption from audit, 





Another basis for sel- 
ection of returne for audit 
hag to do with the size 
and nature of itemized 
deductions. If particu- 
larly large amounts are 
claimed in deductions or 
there are other items 
wich appear to need ver- 
ification, ten the return 
may be selected for audit, 


CHECK CONTRIBUTIONS 

On most of these re- 
turns, IRS wants to make 
sure that the taxpayer 
actually made the contri- 
butions he claims, or paid 
the doctor’s bills, or suf- 
fered the casuaity loss he 
said he did. Good records 
~~ cancelled checks, paid 
bills and receipts -- will 
usually lead to the accep- 
tance of the return as 
filed. 


In some cases, how- 
ever, it is not a ques- 
tion of whether the bill 
was actually paid but whe- 
ther the expense was de- 
ductible under the law, 
It should be kept in mind 
that IRS does not make 
the law but is responsi- 
ble for administering it 
as passed by Congress, 


Suprisingly few of the 
returns audited each year 
lead to disputes that can- 
not be settled without go- 
ee court. Only about 
73 cases or less than 
one-fourth of 1 per cent 
of the 3.1 million re- 
turns audited, reach the 
court stage, 
DEPENDENCY CLAIMS 

Dependency exemp- 
tions are the most fre- 
quent subject of disagree- 
ment between the tax- 
payer and the IRS. To 
qualify for a dependency 
exemption, te law sets 
specific requirements 
and asks for substantia- 
tion of claims. 

A recent guideline en- 
acted by congress last 
year applies to 1967 in- 
come tax returns, just 
filed. The new rule pro- 
vides that the parent with 
custody of the child for 
the greater part of the 
year is generally entitled 
to the deduction, There 
are, however, exceptions 
to this rule, depending 
on the terms of the de- 
cree and the amount con- 
tributed to the child’s 
support by the parent who 


not have custody."

LA VERNE — Three persons were killed early 
today when their single-engine plane, reportedly 
on a flight from Brackett Field to Bishop, crashed 
during heavy fog in a vacant area in Yucaipa. 

Sheriff's deputies from Sen Bernardino County 
said the identities of the victims had not been 
established, but the pilot was believed to be Mike 
Bennett of Monrovia. 

The wreckage of the plane was discovered about 
two and one-half hours after a plane of that de- 
scription left here at 3:30 a.m. A Yucaipa resident 
found portions of the craft in his backyard. 

The crash was believed to have occurred about 
4 am. Residents of the area reported hearing 
& plane's engine stop, then a loud explosion. 

However, searchers were unable to find anything 
at that time because of the heavy fog and darkness 

Local airport sources said a single-engine plane 
piloted by Bennett had not returned.

Oroville Dam is a su- 
perlative in a state of su- 
perlatives. It is the high- 
est earth-filled dam in the 
world today, and when 
filled it will contain 3.5 
million acre feet of wat- 
er. The department of wa- 
ter resources says this is 
enough to supply the needs 
of our current population 
for a year. 

It genérates power 
roughly equivalent to the 
needs of a city of one mil- 
lion people, And the many 
miles of lake shore will 
benefit an untold number 
of outdoor enthusiasts. 

Nothing in engineering 
history equals the huge 
task of contructing the 
dam itself. A feature of 
construction never before 
attempted was the moving 
of some 80 million cubic 
yards of fill from dred- 
ger tailings to the dam 
site by conveyor belt and 
rail. And the excava - 
tion of solid rock for an 
underground power plant 
was no mean feat in it- 
self. 

The construction re - 
quired the moving of a 
railroad and the addition 
of seven new bridges to 
assure an uninterrupted 
flow of traffic.

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While state and local 
committees have organ- 
ized to seek jobs for the 
jobless, the state com- 
mittee on higher educat- 
ion has issued a report 
that during the 1970s in- 
dustry in California will 
need 2.4 million more 
skilled workers than it 


“ean produce, In fact, they 


report it will be nec- 
essary to import a qual- 
ified labor force from 
throughout the nation. 

Why have so many thou- 
sands of Californians not 
benefited from Califor- 
nia’s great economic 
growth? And why, in fact, 
has 40 percent of the 
skilled manpower been 
brought in from outside 
California since World 
War Il? 

Indeed, thousands of 
our state’s citizens, liv- 
ing mostly in urban slum 
areas, have not benefited 
from our tremendous in- 
dustrial expansion be - 
cause they lack the nec- 
essary skills to fill jobs 
created by this work 
growth, And they continue 
to suffer the effects of 
poverty even while we are 
constantly plagued by a 
manpower shortage. 

The report says that 
while much of this influx 
from without our borders 
has resulted fromem- 
ployment standards es- 
tablished for California’s 
growing defense and 
aero~-space industries, it 
has occurred during a 
period marked not only by 
a “seeming hurricane of 
prosperity,” but also by 
a ‘high and debilitating 
rate of unemployment and 
underemployment, 

Let’s look at the rec- 
ord! California has an 
unemployment rate that 
exceeds the national av- 
erage (4.6% as compar- 
ed to 3.6%). This fact is 
Only a partial indica - 
tion of this paradoxical 
Situation, As an example, 
the report points out that 
while the “slum” unem- 
ployment rate for Oak- 
land is 13 percent, a re- 
cent survey indicates 
about 304 of the residents 
imOakland’s bayside area 
are “underemployed” -- 
meaning they dont earn 
enough to support them- 
séives, 

The report goes on to 
estimate that one out of 
every three persons in 
urban poverty areas has 
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a serious employment 
problem, And, according 
to the California job 
training and placement 
council, this is reflected 
in the fact that “welfare 
costs continue to in - 
crease at a rate that out- 
paces the growth of the 
economy and the popula- 
tion,” 

Some of us in the Leg- 
islature feel that if we 
are to resolve this econ- 
omic conflict - and the re- 
sponsibility certainly 
does not all fall on the 
lawmakers - we can no 
longer be content to find 
men who match our jobs, 
We will have to upgrade 
the manpower already av- 
ailable, and then attempt 
to develop additional job 
opportunities which do not 
require refined skills, 

Unfortunately, Califor- 
nia in the past has taken 
an overly cautious at- 
titude toward planning for 
manpower neeeds, The 
public school system, for 
example, has failed to 
place enough emphasis on 
vocational education, and 
there has been little in- 
cen.‘ve for students who 
are or interested in ac- 
ademic training even to 
finish high school, 

Occupational trends in 
the 1970s will increase 
demands for white - 
collar and service work- 
ers, but guidance coun- 
selors in schools do not 
now sufficiently under - 
stand these trends, nor 
advise their students pro- 
perly, one expert in the 
field said recently, 

And he pointed out that 
in view of the millions of 
dollars California tax - 
payers spend on what is 
claimed to be the “finest” 
school system known to 
man, the system is woe+ 
fully lacking of accom- 
plishment, And it also 
gives rise to the question 
of whether taxpayers are 


getting their money’s 
worth for the high per- 
centage of dollars they 


put into the system, 
Considering the sever- 
ity of California’s un- 
employment problem, 
something needs to be 
done at the school level,

The problem of finding 
low cost housing for those 
in the lowest income 
bracket is rightly getting 
publicity nationally, Var- 
ious programs for using 
federal money as a sub- 
sidy in one form or ano- 
ther have been proposed, 

This is natural, be- 
cause money is the only 
tool the Congress has to 
use directly in creating 
housing. It can be excus- 
ed for being wary of pro- 
grams involving private 
enterprise because the 
latter depend on actions 
over which the Congress 
has very little control 

But we, the people, 
mustn’t be wary of pri- 
vate enterprise solutions, 
We should seek them out, 
The amount of housing 
that can be provided by 
the federal government, 
or local government, for 
that matter, can only be 
very small, compared to 
the total housing in our 
country If the amount of 
government housing ever 
gets large, the free en- 
terprise system will no 
longer exist. 

One practical way of 
providing low cost hous- 
ing is to use the hous- 
ing already in existence, 
Instead of letting a house 
become dilapidated, or 
remain dilapidated, it 
should be brought up toa 
certain standard of liva- 
bility, and used, 

Rehabilitation of exist- 
ing housing is almost al- 
ways cheaper than new 
construction, Correcting 
the faults in a 30-year- 
old house is seldom a 
major task, Perhaps it 
needs a wiring overhaul, 
roof repairs, plumbing 
fixtures replaced, paint 
inside and out, and most 
of all the care that pride 
brings. We should look 
for ways of encouraging 
that, 

In California, the de- 
molition rate is 40,000- 
50,000 dwelling units per 
year, Most could be 
saved, Some of the shin- 
ing examples of success 
in such efforts are re- 
storation of the fine old 
row houses in the George- 
town section of our 
nation’s capital, These 
not only were restored 
from slums, but became 
sought - after dwellings 
because of theig charm 
and convenience, Charl- 
eston, South Carolina, had 
the same experience, So 
did Philadelphia, 

The Old Town section 
of Chicago, created in 
the midst of a slum, is 
another example and is 
coronas, much to the 
delight of Chicagoans and 
visitors who have made 
it a tourist attraction, 

The average rehabil- 
itation, however, is not 
that dramatic, It also fa- 
ces hurdles that we must 
recognize and try to cope 
with, 

It has been oftenre- 
marked that the first one 
to congratulate the rehab- 
ilitator of a house is the 
tax assessor, A proposal 
gaining attention. is that 
any rehabilitating a house 
be given a moratorium 
on any tax increase re- 
sulting for at least five 
years, This would make 
rehabilitation more at- 
tractive to the individual 
owner, It would also en- 
courage landlords to im- 
prove housing they offer 
for rent, for they might 
increase its desirability 
enough to justify a small 
rent increase and within 
five years pay for the 
improvements, 

Coupled with this pro- 
blem of rehabilitation is 
the problem of tenants 
who do not care for the 
property they occupy. 
Some even treat the pro- 
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perty so badly that it 
discourages any attempt 
to keep them in repair, 

To cope with this sit- 
uation, one federal pro- 
gram,- Section 23 of the 
United States Housing Act 
of 1937, as amended by 
the Housing and Urban 
Development Act of 1965, 
known as Section 23 Leas~- 
ed Housing, is trying with 
success a solution that 
private enterprise could 
well copy. AS a condi- 


tion of leasing, some 
community housing 
authorities make it just 


short of mandatory that 
the tenant attend an edu- 
cational class which re- 
views the principles of 
sanitation, home  eco- 
nomics, cleanliness and 
upkeep that are accepted 
by society, It offers con- 
Sultation, It also has a 
system of checking ten- 
ants occasionally to see 
what care the property is 
getting. 

There are incorrigi- 
bles who would not re- 
spond to any attempt to 
educate or correct them 
but this particular com- 
munity is gratified at the 
results, To their surprise 
they found that many of 
those in the lowest in- 
come brackets donot know 
what is expected of them,
